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THE PRESIDENT AND THE ARMY 
BILL. 
Time brings strange, almost unbe­ 
lievable changes. 
It is vi queer spec­ 
tacle that is presented today— Presi­ 
dent Wilson 
favoring a large 
army, 
the entire republican party insisting 
upon a little army. 
Every republican 
in the 
house 
voted 
to override the 
president's veto of the army bill reduc­ 
ing the size of the regular force to 
. 1*5,OOO men. 
Half a dozen years ago, it was just 
the other way round. 
Then the pres­ 
ident opposed military expansion, and 
the republican party, almost as a unit, 
favored it. 
The controversy was bit­ 
ter. 
The president's attitude was de­ 
nounced vehemently. 
A large part of 
the anti-Wilson feeling which has per­ 
sisted through the years goes back to 
that dispute. 
Yet now the president 
stands where 
the 
republicans stood 
six years ago, and the republicans now 
stand wThere he stood then. 
It is not impossible to see how this 
reversal has come about. 
The presi­ 
dent, perhaps because 
he saw more 
clearly than most people how terrible 
would be 
the 
consequences 
if the 
whole world became involved in the 
European war, tried for a long time-to 
keep this 
country 
out of it. 
When 
this hope faded he put it behind him 
and became the leading exponent of 
preparedness. 
Similarly, 
when 
the 
war ended, he did his utmost to create 
a new system of 
international 
rela­ 
tionship and a new method of interna­ 
tio n al dealing which would abolish, or 
at least minimize, force as a means of 
settling disputes. 
When this hope al­ 
so faded, he put it also behind him and 
insisted that, so long as force ruled the 
world, this country must keep itself in 
a position to employ force. 
His course has been entirely logical 
and so' is his present stand. 
Yet, so 
far as the specific question now in­ 
volved— the size of the regular army 
— is concerned, 
public 
opinion will 
probably sustain 
the 
action 
of the 
house and even many of those who 
recognize the logic of the president's 
position will not regret what has been 
done. 
Naval reduction, though there 
is desperate need of it, would be un­ 
wise now in the absence of an interna­ 
tional disarmament 
agreement; but, 
although we expose ourselves to a cer­ 
tain hazard in reducing the size of the 
army, most of us are probably willing 
to take this risk because reduction of 
the army 
serves 
to offset 
in some 
measure 
the 
seemingly 
militaristic 
trend of the times in this country. 
It 
is at least a hint that the American 
people do not 
want 
gigantic 
arm a­ 
ments, 
that 
they 
are willing to do 
what they can now to eliminate gigan­ 
tic armaments, and that they will do 
much more to that end when the con­ 
ditions permit.

Such a cabinet would be disappoint­ 
ing first because of its notable omis­ 
sions." 
It was remarked the other day that 
Mr. Harding had evidently forgotten

promise 
to give

country a cabinet made up of strong 
men. 
The Eagle 
touches upon this 
very point and emphasizes its serious­ 
ness.

If he fails to do so, he will sacrifice a 
large share of public confidence at the 
very outset of his administration." 
That is undoubtedly true, and, par­ 
tisan considerations aside, it will be a 
lamentable happening.

confidence in the new administrations. 
It is to be hoped that Mr. Harding will 
note the widespread disappointment 
which his tentative cabinet selections 
have caused and will contrive some­ 
thing better. 
A figurehead cabinet,
